Canal and Transportation company, 
to compel this company to maintain 
its canal leading from Mayport to Mi- 
ami, and a writ of mandamus was is- 
sued this morning By the supreme 
court of Florida against this company. 
The writ commands the canal com- 
pany to proceed forthwith, to restore 
its canal to the width and depth re- 
quired by the agreement entered in- 
to with the state and to maintain it 
in this condition. 
The suit was 


brought in the name of Thos. F. West 
Attorney General, In behalf 
of the 


state of Florida, and Is regarded as a 
suit of far-reaching importance since 
it is an exercise of the power of the 
state over public service corporations 
to require them to perform duties and 
services they owe to the public. 


This suit Is especially Important to 


the people of the East Coast as this 
canal was intended to provide a pro- 
tected inland waterway down the en- 
tire East Coast country, giving to the 
people of that section safe and inex- 


pensive transportation. This canal 
company received from the state by 
legislative grants, more than one mil- 
lion acres of land valued at from two 
to five dollars an acre, for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the construction of 
its canal and the state is therefore In 
terested in having the company per- 
form its duty and maintain the canal 
so that it may be used by the people 
and serve the purpose for which it 
was created.
